Governor FOES has signed the so- 


called "flag bill" and under the terms 
of tho new law it will not be legal 
to carry in parade in this state in fu- 
ture any flag "other than the national 
flag of the United States, or a state 
flag, or the flag of a friendly nation or 
of the dependencies of such nation.
